THE report issued by the Goverment upon the administration of 
Palestine from July, 1920 (when the Civil Administration took over 
the control of the country) to December, 1921, is a document 
of much interest and no small importance. In another column 
will be found an extended résumé of the ‘report, with extracts 
from it of references of particular Jewish interest. There is 
much to be learnt from this record of steady progress, and, 
although very belated, for it was not published for upwards of 
a year after the date at which it closes, it can be taken as indicat- 
ing the real state of affairs in Palestine as they exist at the 
moment. More than one salutary lesson emerges from the docuwent. 


We see, for instance, how deceptive were the promises made to the » 


Jewish people when the Balfour Declaration was promulgated, and 
not the least turgid that involved in the rhetorical flight by 
the High Commissioner himself, before he had been called to that 
office, in the ‘course of a speech he made at the london Opera 
House. ‘The idea of any swift or hurried establishment of Jews as 
a nation in the Land of Israel is obviously fallacious, as fallacious 
indeed as imagining that Palestine can possibly prove in any suffi- 
cient sense a “refuge for the millions of Jews who live under con- 
ditionsintolerable if not unbearable. The rate of increase inthe Jewish 
population in Palestine is shown to be no more than some eight 
thousand per annum, allowing for Jews who depart from the country 
for increase of population on the part of the Arabs, which must be 
greater with their vastly preponderant population than that of the 
Jews, and other considerations. Whether thecountry could absorba 
larger immigration in present circumstances, or whether new circum- 
stances may not be created which will allow alarger absorption, need 
not here be discussed. The point is that the task of creating a Jewish 
Palestine, or, as the report puts it, of establishing in Palestine a 
Jewish National Home is shown to be one that must in the nature of 
things be gradual, and cannotbe accomplished exceptafter along period 
of years. Its realisation is not likely to be seen by very many who are 
living to-day. That is no discouragement to truc Zionists; on the 
contrary, it should be an inducement to them so to order their work 
as to prepare themselves for the long campaign which the report 
indicates is before them, rather than for the quick and speedy victory 
which many of them were deceived into believing would be passible 
in November, 1917. For, despite all, the report shows good Solid 
progress in Jewish work, and providing, as we hope, that the national 
spirit of our people in Palestine can be maintained and a like spirit 
pervade the Jewry of all the world during the years that must elapse 
before its consummation, nothing can in the long run stay the steady 
march of the Jewish people to their national emancipation,

Tur death of Sir GEORGE FAUDEL-PHILLIPS has removed at an 


advanced age one who, in his younger days and until infirmity 


disabled him, was a devoted communal worker. He confined his 
energies, it ie true, mainly to one institution, one charitable organisa-

tion among the many in our midst. But bis labour on its behalfand 
the constant care he gave it, rendered him a worthy example of 
what a labourer in the vineyard of Jewish help for the poor and the 
needy should be. In his brilliant municipal activities where he won 
the highest distinction at the disposal of the World's Capital City, 
he also served, albeit indirectly, the interests of his coreligionists. 
lor his splendid career shed no small credit upon the people 
to whom he _ belonged. We cannot forbear noticing with 
profound regret the tendency in Sir Grorcn’s children to 
cut themselves adrift from the Community, if not to end 
their connection with everything Jewish including religious 
faith. Where such severance occurs as a result of change of 
doctrinal opinion arrived at after due thought, sorry as we Jews 
may be about it, we respect the difference that has arisen and resign 
Curseelves to the loss involved. But that is really a very rare 
occurrence. A perverted sense of social ambition and a despisement 
of Jews and Judaism arising from sheer nescience or careless dis- 
regard of the true position of the Jew, and al! that justifies the Jew 
in being proud that he is one—the splendours of the history of 
Judaism, and the maynificence of its world-mission, the heauties of 
ites ethical teaching and the nobility of its religious obligations as 
well as the glorious potentialities of the Jewish race—to causes such 
as these are most often, if not almost invariably, attributable the 
breaking away of Jews and Jewesses. We feel that what we say 
will not be resented, and that we shall not be misunderstood, even 
though our appeal may prove of no avail, if at this solemn 
and sacred hour of their bereavement we ask the membétrs of the 
Jate Sir GEORGE'S family, who are still able soto do, to mark the 
passing of one who in his life was so beloved of his fellow-Jewe, by 
® nearey approximation to the community which he adorned. 
Neither he nor his father before him found association with Jews 
and Judaism the least bar to the attainment of the highest honours, 
evon at the hands of a body that gauges honour by the very strictest 
of standards, or to the most coveted social position or, indeed, to the 
gaining of the most alluring of life's material advantages.

THE report issued by the Goverment upon the administration of 
Palestine from July, 1920 (when the Civil Administration took over 
the control of the country) to December, 1921, is a document 
of much interest and no small importance. In another column 
will be found an extended résumé. of the report, with extracts 
from it of references of particular Jewish interest. There is 
much to be learnt from this record of steady progress, and, 
although very belated, for it was not published for upwards of 
a year after the date at which it closes, it can be taken as indicat- 
ing the real state of affairs in Palestine as they exist at the 
moment... More than one salutary lesson emerges from the docuwent. 
We see, for instance, how deceptive were the promises made to the 
Jewish people when the Balfour Declaration was promuigated, and 
not the least turgid that involved in the rhetorical flight by 
the High Commissioner himself, before he had been called to that 
office, in the ‘course of a speech he made at the London Opera 
House. ‘The idea of any swift or hurried establishment of Jews as 
a nation in the Land of Israel is obviously fallacious, as fallacious 


indeed as imagining that Palestine can possibly prove in any suffi- 


cient sense a “refuge "’ for the millions of Jews who live under con- 
ditionsintolerable if notunbearable. The rate of increase inthe Jewish 
population in Palestine is shown to be no more than some eight 
thousand per annum, allowing for Jews who depart frongjhe country 
for increase of population on the part of the Arabs, whiéh must be 
greater with their vastly preponderant population than that of the 
Jews, and other considerations. Whether the country could absorba 
larger immigration in present circumstances, or whether new circum- 
stances may not be created which will allow alarger absorption, need 
not here be discussed. The point is that the task of creating a Jewish 
Palestine, or, as the report puts it, of establishing in Palestine a 
Jewish National Home is shown to be one thatsnust in the nature of 
things be gradual,andcannotbe accomplished se a after along period 
of years. Its realisation is not likely to be seen by very many who are 
living to-day. Thatis no discouragement to true Zionists; on the 
contrary, it should be an inducement to them so to order their work 
as to prepare themselves for the long campaign which the report 
indicates is before them, rather than for the quick and speedy victory 
which many of them were deceived into believing would be possible 
in November, 1917. For, despite all, the report shows good solid 
progress in Jewish work, and providing, as we hope, that the national 
spirit of our people in Palestine can be maintained and a like spirit 
pervade the Jewry of all the world during the years that must elapse 
before its consummation, nothing can in the long run stay the steady 
march of the Jewish people to their national emancipation,

TT: decision of the Home Secretary on behalf of the Crown, 


as to whether or not the two persons convicted of a murder 

in Iiford some months ago,are to suffer what is called 

the extreme penalty of the law, has not been made 
public as I write these lines. And what I propose to say is not in the 
least dependent on the view which Mr. Bridgeman may take of his 
very solemn and very onerous duty. The case for somo reason, or 
perbaps for a variety of reasons, has bred what appears to be a new 
cult, It has many characteristies—morbidity, pruriency, sentiment- 
ality,are some of them. But these alone cannot reasonably account 
for the place which the crime, and the trial for it of those guilty of it, 
have taken in the public mind. There have been many other cases 


which, while they were being investigated, seized the public with © 


intense interest. But they have usually—I might almost say 
invariably—bcen investigations for the capital offence in which 
some grave doubt existed as to the alleged authorship of the crime. 
They have been cases in which it was possible to argue for the 
innocence or the guilt of the accused with equal regard to a 
rational view of the circumstances of them. There is, to be sure, 
something that is naturally alluring in a complicated criminal 
investigation where the offence, as happens frequently with murder, 
is done not only in secret but with the utmost care to hide and 
deceive. The unravelling of the mystery in such a case is of great 
interest; and it frequently happens that persons equally well able to 
come to a rational conclusion may take diametrically opposite views 
ns to the authorship of the crime involved. But no element of mystery 
is attached to the liford case. From the moment that the convicts 
were charged, it was evident, whether the crime of which they were 
guilty was murder or some lesser offence, they had committed it. 
There was a something which caused the intense and peculiar 
interest in this case, which is not to be attributed to any of the 
causes I have named, but toa new, a dangerous anda degenerate cult 
which I have ventured to term “ Ilfordism.” 


“A Stream of Pseudo-Sympathy. 


The sympathy that has been evinced in the convicts is one of 
the marks of “Iifordism.” What the learned Judge who tried the 
case, and the learned Lord Chief Justice before whom the 
appeals came, stigmatised in the terms they did, ought to have 
produced everywhere among the public a sense of loathing. ‘The 
very contrary has happened among many people, and expres- 
sions of opinion have been appearing in the press, 
which evidence not mere sorrow and regret—and shame, 
because this man and woman are our feilow-creatures—that such 
an offence should have been committed, but actual sympathy 
with the two condemned people, because of the circumstances in 
which they found themselves, and which they endeavoured to alter 
by the commission of afoul crime. There is actually noticeable a 
veinof regard and care for a woman who wasover a long period playing 
her husband false, and either really endeavouring to kill i. m by 
agonising torture, or acting quite as deceitfully to her paramour 
by pretending that she was doing her worst, 80 as to compass 
the death of her not wanted husband. And the same misplaced 
sentiment has been evoked for her co-partmer in the crime. A 
young man who had given way to lecherous desire, had stolen the 
affections of the wife of a man with whom he was on terms of 
friendship, and finally slew the man in conditions that indubitably 
point to an attack as cowardly as ij was brutal. Upon such there 
has been poured a gushing stream of pseudo-sympathy and false pity. 
It has entirely ignored the enormity of these people's offence, the 
long drawn-out villainy which they contemplated, and the callous 
inhumanity which was so indicative of both of them. 


Queues—Two Kinds. 


There are some other features in connection with this particular 
case that are so inexplicable as to necessitate the employment of 
some special term to describe them. For instance, the queues that 
waited outside the Old LEBailey for lomg hours before the 
Court opened, on some occasions right throughout the nighi 
coniposed of fien and women either themeelves or by 
deputy, who were madiy anxious to find a place in the 
public gallery @uring the trial. I venture to say, and without 
much hesitation, that those queues were free from any Jews, and 
assuredly that no Jowess, as did more than one non-Jewess, 
stood waiting for long hours in the human train. A few ycars 
ago there were some other queues outside certain buildings 
fn London. ‘The entrance to the structures hed to underground 
tube stations, and the press of this country did not tire from 
issuing long and iarid accounts of these gatherings composed, as 
it alleged, for the most part of Jews wo, as one enlightened organ 
of public opinion put it, “scampered like scazed rabbits for shelcer,” 
of Jews who, 28 another equally high-miaded and illustrious publi- 
cation put it, were “auxious to save their dirty skins,’ Well, there 


are evidently queues and queues, and for my part F am quite content 
as a Jew to compare the ona caused by German aerial invasion with 
the one thrown up by “TIifordism.” I stress the point and throw 
back upon our maligners of a year or two ago the contrast. The 
Jew may show an anxicty to cave himself from the possibility of 
death to the extent of “queuing” around a tube station; he 
would disdain to show the same desire to witness the trial for their 
life of two utterly abnormal fellow-creatures to the extent of 
“ queuing” outside the portals of a criminal court. 


Trials by Newspaper. 


Another of the disturbing characteristics that “ Iifordism” has 
manifested is the newspaper trial to which the unhappy man and 
woman have been subjected. Anything more degrading, more cruel, 
more disgusting and more unjust than the manner in which certain 
newspapers havo exploited this case, and at the same time the worst 
feelings of the mob, is hardly tobe conceived. The Daily Rzpress, the 
Daily Mail, and the Evening News, the papers, by theo by, that- have 
been foremost in tucix exploitation of mad sentiment and ignorant 
Opinion on the Palestine question (the attitude on it of such papers 
as the Morning Post and the Spectator, though equally hostile 
to Zionist policy, has not been redolent of the gutter) have 
bcen foremost, too, in the cultivation in their columns of 
“ Iifordism.” That was, perhaps, when we come to think about 
it, only to be expected. Think, however, what this newspaper 
trial means. A criminal case involving questions of law of 
no small difficulty and pointe of fact, any one ‘of which 
may bo of vital importance, is discussed with only a know- 
ledge of the case that bas been derived from newspaper 
reports, Now a newspaper report of the kind is supplied by a man 


- who is virtually never in the least traiued as a lawyer, or with any 


experience of crime and its judicial investigation. He is selected 
for his work for far different qualities. How is it possible to be 
sure that such a man will not have omitted to retail some facts 
which may be of the utimosé value in dotermining the issue of inno’ 
cence or guilt. I have more than ouce beard cacsos in both criminal 
and civil Courts, I have seen the reporis of them in the news- 
papers next day, and I have frequenily noted how some facet of the 
case which was of decisive inherent importance has been eutirely 
ignored, especially in regard to the examination of witnesses. 
Those who kuow anything of newspaper-making know that this 
is well-nigh inevitable. If the reporter present at the trial record 
the proceedings with the minutest care and particularity, there is 
still the chance that the exigencies of space and time in the pro- 
duction of the newspaper will demand an editing of the repore by

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one who was not even present at the proceedings, and who thug 
could not know the relative value of the different pieces of 
evidence given, And yet these newspapers, with the ones I bhava 
mentioned as chief offenders, allow and encourage their readers ta 
pit their ¢pinions, upon a matter involving life and death, against 
the studied and careful conclusions arrived at by trained and ex: 
perienced judges and by juries under such direction. In this very 
sa80, is it not mons!rous; is it not ludicrous, is it not monstrously 
ludicrous that Selina Jones of Tooting, or Theophilus Brown of 
Hornsey, shall venture to wrile a letter and find some paper willing 
to publish it, expressing dissent from (or for the matter of that 
approval of) the findings to which a jury and four judges hava 
arrived ? Is it not evidence of the danger of this new cult which is 
being fostered by newspapers for the sake of the pennies that will 
accrue to and go to enrich their proprietors, that, as a result of the 
cult, a form of trial should be instituted, which to all intents and 
purposes is lynch law, but which has not even the excuse of passiou 
that is sometimes pleaded for that negation of all law? 


Degrading Law and Order. 


We Jows have a right and a duty to protest agains this horrib.a 
cult and the degradation of Law and Order which is involved. Lor 
we, by tradition and religious faith, regard ourselves as the heritors 
of Law and Order and the guardians of it for Humanity. Equally 
have we a right and a duty to protest against the other manifesta. 
tions of “Ilfordism" to which I have referred. Wo aro frequently 
gibed at as a people in whom cruelty is a pervading trait. Tho foul 
libel is grounded upon an utterly ignorant and perverted rendoring 
and a misunderstanding of what is termed the [cv talionis. But the 
proof of that pudding like any other is in the eating. And we Jews 
can with some satisfaction and pride point to the immunity of tha 
crime of murder among our people when we were a nation and ths 
rarity with which the death sentence was carried out. Lam not 
arguing here whetber capital punishment should be maintained. 
Thore is no little evidence of its failure as a deterrent, even it ib 
doas not tend to cheapen the value of human life in the popular 
mind and thus reduce the general sense of its sacredness. But 
anyway, although two thousand years have gone by since we were 
a nation, twothousand years of the work of civilisation and progress, 
the records of our national history and of the administration of 
justice in the Jewish State when the world was so much less 
advanced in culture, will ba sought in vain for any signa of tha 
moral degradation, and the degraded morality, manifested in this 
twentieth century by the recent outbreak of what I have vontured 
to term “ Ilfordism.”

Mr. Peretz Markish. 
VIEWS ON JEWISH POSITION IN RUSSIA, 

Mr, Peretz Markish, after having delivered a second address last 
Saturday at the Whitechapel Art Gallery, left London on his roturn to 
Warsaw, where he will continue his poetic and literary activity. 

To a representative of the Jewish Chronicle who questioned him on 
the Jewish position in Kussia, the eminent young poot said that it was 
difficult to separate the Jewish position from the general conditions in 
Russia. The Jews had, no doubt, suffered tremendously in the Russian 
débicle, but not as Jewa. There was no Jewish question in Soviet Rassia, 
He admitted that traditional Judaism was being occasionally worried by 
some of the over-zealous Jewish officials, bub Le thought that under 


present conditions it was not fair to lay too much stress on these potty — 


persecutions. 

With regard to the culturai side, Mr. Markish said that he had much 
confidence in the creative forces of the younger Jewish generation. 
There wore a number of Jowish young men possessed of considerable 
talent, and he felt sure that Kussian Jews would make considerable con- 
tributions to art and literature, though in the light of the Russian upheaval 
these would be inevitably of a diferent stamp. 

Kieferring to the general literary aims of the new school of Jewish 
writers, of which he is himselfa prominent representative, Mr. Markish 
said that the Jewish creative literature could not subsist on the merits of 
our ancestors. Too much stress was laid on the deadvromantic past. 


The Bible was incomplete, and the Jews must continuo to write a Bible 
for the future of humanity.

The death occurred on Thursday in last week of Sir George 
Faudel-Phillips, who passed away in his eighty-third year, having 
been for some considerable time an invalid. Sir George filled the 
office of Lord Mayor of Loridon, and in the community was for 
many years President of the Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum. 

MEMOIR, 


Sir George Faudel-Phillips, Bart., G.C.1.E., J.P., D.b., was the 
second son of the late Sir Benjamin 8. Phillips, who became Lord 
Mayor of London in the year 1865.6, and bis wife Rachel, a daughter of the 
late Mr. 8. H. Faudel. The other children of Sir Benjamin were Samuel 
Henry Phillips, and Sarah, who married the late Lord Pirbright. The 
deceased was born on the 29th July, 1940, Ho was edncated, first 
at University College School, and subsequently in Berlin and Paris. On 
returning from the Continent he entered the business which his father 
and Henry Fandel (a son of &. H. Fandel) had tounded—then Fandel and 
and Phillips. The firm was subsequontly known as Fanude!, Phillips and 
Sons, and is now a company under the title of Faudel’s, Ltd. Atthe age 
of twenty-soven Sir George married Helen, daughter of the late J. M. 
Levy, of the Daily Telegraph, who 
brought him a largo fortune. 


At a special meeting of the Jews’ Hospital ad Orphan Asylam, helda 
fortnight later, it was moved by the late J. I. Solomon, and seconded by 
the late D. Q. Henriques: 


“That the members of the Committee hereby tender their sincere 
and hearty congratulation on his election to the offico of Lord Mayer 
of London, and express tho hopo that he and Mra. Paude!-Phillips 
may be blessed with good health to enable them to carry ont with all 
success the arduous duties entailed on them. The members of th 
Committee desire to express the gratification they feel at the Prosidont 
of the Institution being called upon to fill the high’ position of “hief 
Magistrate of the City of London.” 


On the occasion of the presentation of Sir George as the Lord Mayor- 
Elect to tho Lord Chancellor, the Recorder for the City of London 
gaid: 


“I have to introduce to yon Mr, Alderman Fandel-Phil.ips, who 
has just boen chosen by the Livery, and returned by the Aldermen, to 
the office of Lord Mayor of the City of London for the year noxt ensu- 
ing. My Lord, Mr. Fandel-Phillips has aun hereditary connection 
with the Corporation of the City of London. His father, the late Sir 
Benjamin Phillips, graced the civic chatr just thirty years ago, and 
his tenure of office will always be gratefully remembered for the 
arduous efforts he made to meet the distress that resulted from 
the fearful visitation of cholera in that year. -Mr. F'andel-Phillips’ 
first official action in connection with the Corporation was servirg as 
Sheriff of the City of London in the second Mayoralty of the late 

Sir Robort Fowler. Shortly after- 
wards he succeeded to the Alder- 


Municipal Activities, 

Besides dovoting his attention to 
business, ho early in life began to 
interest himecif, as his father had 
done beforo him, in the affairs of tho 
City of London. Having become a 
member of the Court of Common 
Council, he in due course was elected 
Sherif? for London and Middlesex. 
In the year 1888 ho succeeded his 
father as Alderman of the Ward of 
Farringdon Within. At the same time, 
and subsequently, he filled many 
other important posts in the City cf 
London. He was an Almoner ctf 
Christ’s Hospital, then situated in 
Newgate Streot, almost opposite the 
piace of business of Faudele: a 
Governor of St. Bartholomew's 
Hospita), and President of Bethlehem 
and Bridewell Hospitals. He was 
twice Past Master of the Spectacle 
Makers’ Company, in which bis 
father had been a prominent figure. 
He became High Sheriff for the 
County of London in the year 1895. | 
One of the most important of bis 
postions, and one of which he was 
most proud, was that of Governor 
of the Honourable Irish Society, an 
institution which manages the con- 
siderable Irish estates of the Cor- 
poration of London. He also took 
part in the big work of establishing 
Foyle College as an amalgamation 
of the ancient Academical College.

manic chair of Farringdon Within, 
which had been vacated hy his 
father. The qualities of the Lord 
Mayor-Elect, bis activity, his zeal 
in matters connected with the Cor- 
poration, hia judgment, and tact, 
Were soon recognised by his fellow- 
corporators. And so it wae that, 
after a comparatively short time, 
he was elected to the responsible 
office of Governor of the Irish 
Society. Tho society has the man- 
agement and administration of tho 
large cstates of the Corporation in 
the province of Ulster: and no 
better proof conld be given of the 
qualities to which I havo alluded 
than the fact that the relations 
between the Corporation and their 
tenants in Ireland had never been 
on a more harmonions or satisfactory 
basis than they are at the present 
time. In connection with the 
Governorship of that Scciety I should 
add that the Lord Mayor-Elect is 
exr-oficio Chairman of the Governing 
Body of Foyle College, an important 
educational! establishment in the 
sister isle. But the activily of the 
Lord Mayor-Elect did nct stop at 
matters connected solely with the 
Corporation. He has been Chairmen 
of several other important Com- 
mittees. He has been Chairman 
of the Justices of Holloway Gaol, 
He served the office of sheriff for 
the County of London, and in 
addition to this, he has caiso taken 
an active part in tho administra- 
tion of county matters on the Pouch 
in the County of Hertford, where 
he resides. Mr. FPaudel-Phillips bas 
also taken an@ctive part in the Cliy 
Guilds. He is a Past Master of the 


HILLIPS. 


He drew up an agenda of twelve 
Suggestions for the new institution, 
Which were carried unanimously. 
Sir George was likewise a trustee for the Rowland Hill Fand, which 
makes monthly disbursements in favour of assistant postmen, country 
postmistresses, and other officials, who are not eligible for pensions in 
the ordinary way. 


Lord Mayor of London. 


Sir George's office of Lord Mayor of London in the year 1896-7 was 
one of the most brilliant mayoralties on record. He was the fourth Jew 
who had held the office, his three Jewish predecessors having beon Sir 
David Salomons, Sir Benjamin Phillips, and Sir Henry Isaacs. Sir George 
was elected to the Chief Magistracy of London on Septembor 29:h, 1906, 
at the annual gathering of Liverymen at the Guildhal), thirty-one years 
after his father had served in the samo capacity. The show of hands 
had been in favour of Aldervman Phillips and Alderman Davis, M.P. 
The Court of Aldermen (with whom the deflaitive election rests) then 
unanimously choge Alderman Phillips to fill the office, the selection being 
greeted with much enthusiasm. Oa bis election, Sit George said: 

“ Brother Liverymon, I am extremely grateful to you for the high 
honour which you have to-day been good enough to confer upon me. 
Thirty-one years ago my father wore the chain that I have had 
placed round my neck to-day, and while with me it must be a link 
with the past, it will always be a sign-manual before my eyes of 
the responsibilities and duties of my office. I will endeavour, as 
far as lies in my power, to preserve those rights and privileves, and 
should atime arise during my term of office when circumstances shall 
inducé us to take steps to incur a larger area of responsibility, and 
fresh and more oxtended duties, my humble services will be in your 
hands, my fellow-citizens. This chain of office, I venture to say, is 
not only a link with the past, and not only a momory which will ever 
keep me alive to the duties which I hope faithfully to perform, but 
it will ever be a sign-manual to mo that I have not only your interests, 
your liberties, and your responsibilities faithfully to represent, but 
that I have alsoto hand down this — should the time ever arise—to my 
son. I hope if I hand this chain down to him, he will speak of me 
as I have spoken of my father. I have my reputation, which is ever 
dear to me, to preserve, and a good name, which is priceless beyond 
all elge that has been handed down to me,” 


Spectacie Makers’ Company, and has 
also occupied his talents in connec- 
tion with philanthropic schemes.

nam3 is to be found on the board of miny of the Royal 
Hospitals, and in connection with the Jewish charities. The 
Lord Mayor-Elect is a distinguished membor of that per- 


suasion, and has taken an earnest and an active part in carry- 

ing on the administration of those charities of which the Jewish 

commuaity may well be proud. Largely intorested in business in 
the City of London, and attached, as [ have pointed out, to civic 
life, the Lord Mayor-Elect has been returned by the Livery and by 
the Court of Aldermen in the full confidence that their choice will 
secure the gracious approval of Her Majesty.” 

Commendations and Incidents. 

At an annual meeting of the Institution for the Reliei of the Indigent 
Blind of the Jewish Persuasion, held on the previous day, the following 
resolution was moved by the late J. I. Solomon, Vice-President, and 
seconded by the late David Hyam, Treasurer : 

That this General Court desiras to tender to Alderman George 
Faude!-Phillips its earnest congratulations on his unanimous election 
to the distinguished office of Lord Mayor of London. 

The Court would recall the circumstance that both as Chief 
Magistrate of the City of London and as President of this institution 
Alderman Faudel-Phillips was preceded by his father, Sir Benjamin 
S. Phillips, who, for very many years, presided over this Chogity 
to the great advautage of the afflicted poor who are recipients of its 
benefits. 

This Court trusts that Alderman Phillips may be blessed with 
the health which alone is requisite to enable him to discharge the 
onerous duties of the Mayoralty, and render his year of office con- 
spicuous in the annals of the Corporation of London 
At the samo time the Committes resolved to sigaalise the Lord 

Mayoralty of its President by recommending an increase in the pension af 
the Jewish biind poor from 8s. to 103. per week, and In due course thig 
increase of expenditure—involving an outlay of £300 per annum—wag 
sanctioned. 

Tha 9th of November, 1896, attracted an unusual crowd of sightseers, 
in which Jewish spectators figured largely. One of the novelties of the 
“show” was the presence of the band of the Jews’ Hospital and Orpham 
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Asylum, in the formation of which the new Lord Mayor had, as President 
of the institution, taken so marked an interest. All along the route the 
band met with an enthusiastic reception, which culminated in a perfect 
ovation in the Strand, where it played the “West Norwood March,” 
arranged by Mr. Angelo A. Asher on ancient Hebrew melodies. The 
Lord Mayor's reception was particularly hearty in his own Ward, 
FarringGon Within, which was gaily decorated in his honour, and where 
he was presented with an address from the inhabitants. At the banquet 
in the evening at the Guildhall, the Marqnis of Salisbury, in prop stng 
"The Lord Mayor and Sheriffs,” said: 


“T rise to propose a grateful toast of those who have dined well to 
. the hosts who have entertained them. I rise to propose the health of 
, the Lord Mayor and Sheriffs who are our hosts. But in this case I 
. am permitted to add a especial reason why I am giad to have the 
honour of proposing the heaith of the Lord Mayor. In his case, as you 
are aware, the diguity is hereditary. Thirty years ago, when | first 
held Cabinet office, and was Secretary of State for India, I was 
confronted fyith the terrible problem of an Indien famine.

In responding, the Lord Mayor said: It would be impossible for me 
adequately to express the gratitufle which I feel to the noble Marguis for 
the eloquent, touching, and charming words which be has been good 
enough to use in regard tc my late father. I shall endeuvour to ho'd this 
office something as a heritage, an? somcthing'as a sacred trust, and I will 
indeed try to show you. my lord, and to show my fellow-cittzens that the 
mantie of.my father has not fallen altogethor undeservedly upou my 
shoulders.” 


Sir George’s tenure of office was rich with incident. It happened 
to be the year of the Diamond Jubilee of Queen Victoria, and no Lord 
Mayor could have been chosen better fitted to represent the City of 


the Queen at Temple Bar on her entrance to the City, and to precede 
her on horseback to the Mansion House, an undertaking requicing great

His powers of persuasion as an appellant for charity were remarkable 
Ho mae an ideal President, and but one untoward event marked the 
tenure of his office. His son, who bad been elected a Vice-Presideut of 
the Nevé Tsevek, married, in 1908, out of the faith, and great as was tho 
respoct felt for Sir George himself, public opinion—very rightly in the 
circumstances—demanded this gentleman’s resignation. Sir George felt 
keenly the loss, in the summer of 1912, of Mr. David Q. Henriques, 
Vico-Presidentand Treasurer, who had been bis right-hand in all matters 
covnected with the Norwood institution. 


Other Activities. 


Another institution of which the deceased was President was the 
Jewish Society for the Relief of the Indigent Blind, an office in which he 
succeeded his father. This society purenes its work ina very nnostentatious 
manner; none the less, the manageroent of its affairs entailed upgn its 
distinguished head considerable responsibility. Sir George was a life- 
momber of tho Council of the United Synagogue, a position to which he 
was elected in February, 1890, on the Ceath of his father, and in his 
capacity of a member of the Central Synagogue, to which Sir Benjamin 
bad been attached. But Sir George was likewise a member of the West 
London Synagogue of British Jews, and it was there that he and the 
mombers of his family worshipped. He was also a Vice-President of the 
Argio-Jewish Association; but his interest in Jewish affairs was chiefly 
confined to the two institutions of which he was President. He wasa 
liberal contributor, however, to all Jewtsh charities, so that while he 
“begged” pertinaclously for the institutions ia which he was personally 
interested, he set anexarmple in giving to others by the readiness with 
which he responded to demandsimade upon his purse. 


In 1892, Sir George unsuccessfully contested one of the divisions of 
Hertfordshire asa Liberal. At the time of the spilt in the Liberal Party 
in consequence of Mr. Gladstone’a Home Rule Bill, he joined the Liberal. 
Untouists, and continued to the time of his death to be a firm supporter of 
the Unionist Party. But he caunot be said to have taken a prominent 
part In politics. He was very active, however, in the local affairs of 
Hertfordshire, and the town of Hertford, outside which his country 
seat, Balls Park, was situnted. He was a member of the Herts County 
Conncil, a Justice of the Peace for Herts, a Deputy Lieutenant for the 
County, and Chairman of the Hertford Public Library, to the aid of which 
he came when it was in an exceedingly parious condition. In order to 
promote local industries in the town, he estabiished a steam laundry 
which has since become a prosperons unandertaking. The matron and 
girls of Charcroft Houge,«one of various Jewish charities with which the 
late Lady Phillips was connected, were annually entertained at Balls 
Park. 

The Family Circle, 


Lady Phillips, by whom Sir George had a family of two sons and ~ 


three daughters, died in 1916. [is eldest son, Benjamin Samuel, who 
succeeds to the titie, isa J.P. for the county of Hertford and Lieutenant 
for the city of Londomy sud is unmarried.. His second son, Lionel 
Lawson Fandel, is a Lieutenant for the city of London, and he married, 
as mentioned above, out of the faith, Armine Evelyn, daughter of Lord 
Granvilie Gordon. Of his three daughters twe are married. The eldest, 
Beatrice Rachel Faudel, was married at the West London Synagogne in 
1892, to Mr. (now Sir) Phillip G. Henriques, only son of the late Alfred 
G. Henriques. The third daughter, Stella Josephine Faudei, married 
out of the faith the Hon. Charles Henry Tufton. 


THE FUNERAL.

At the head of the grave, Mr. Harris delivered the following address: 


Nigh upon six years have elapsed since this enclosure was conse: 
crated with Jewish rites to admit the remains of Helen Faudel-Phillips. 
And now it is reopened, that the husband from whom she was parted by 
death may bo laid to rest by her side. They elected to be buried in this 
spot—in the Borough of Hertford Municipal Cemetery—to mark their 
intimate connection with the locality where they spent so many happy 
years of their united lives, with whose interests they were so closely 
identified, whose social and philanthropic activities they supported with 
all the generous enthusiasm that was characteristic of both. He whom 
we are honouring in his death was a great man in the fullest sense, who 
played a notable part in his time, the memory'of which will live in the 
civic records’ of a spacious era and in the annals of Anglo-Jowry. Onvof 
the merchant princes of the City of London, he followed in the footssers 
of his distinguished father, like whom he was called to adorn the highest 
office that the greatest Corporation in the world has it in its power to 
bestow. His Mayoralty will always be memorable for its brilliance; 
memorable also for its stupendous charitable achievements. His wasa 
life devoted to works of philanthropy, in which there figure the names 
of many prominent hospitals administered by him with .boundiess 
energy. And he was a prince in Israel, The Jewish community hold in 
grateful remembrance all that he aid for the Norwood Asylum in hig 


r McGinn, Colonel Heaton Ellis, Colone! Gooffrey — 
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capacity of President of that great institution. Its Centenary extension 
buildings stand to-day as a lasting memorial of his Presidential labours, 
Nor can we forget his services to the indigent blind of the Jewish per- 
suasion, whose interests he watched over with compassionate solicitude 
during a long series of years. Such was the man, deservedly honoured 
by his fellow-citizens, by his fellow-Jews, of wuom we are met to take a 
last affectionate farewell. He lived to soadvanced an age that bis public 
work was long finished. And now that death has claimed him for its 
own, we may say of bim: 

Nothing is here for tears, nothing to wail, 

Or knock the breast; no weakness, no contempt, 

Dispraise, or blame, nothing but weil and fair, 

And what may quiet us in a death so noble. 
We will not mourn, then, even in this place of teers; but rather will we 
thank God for having given us a life of such beneficent activity, by whose 
example we may profit to do what in us lies to help forward ‘the good of 
humanity. Like him let us Strive so to live that, when death summons 
us hence, it may be truly said of us that wo have not lived in vain.

A TRIBUTE,

It is now some years since I was privileged to visit the lato Sir George 
Faudel-Phillips. Considerations of health made it necessary for him to 


» gee few people outside his own family, yet my reco!lections of him are 
til so strong and vivid that I cau barely realise that a decado has passed 


since he disappeared from the stage of civic and comimunal effort upon 
which be had been so conspicuous a figure. To his commanding powers, 
his arresting persouality, and his wide achicvement, eloquent testimouy 
will, no doubt, be found elsewhere in these columns; here, I would refer 
mainly to his never-to-be-forgotten work forthe Orphan Asylum at Norwood, 
though, in another direction, I welcome the opportunity of payivg my 
reverent tribute to one of the bigyest-hearted men | have ever known. 

I see him even now, though itis nearly thirty years ago, driving up 
to the institution on the occasion of the Annual Court at which he was to 
be elected President. Behind that spirited pair of horses, mastering the 
reins with tho skill of a practised band, it was difficult to visualise the 


great administrator, the indefatigable worker, and the wise counsellor 


who was to write his name so large upon the history of the institution. 
I can see him atill, lightly discarding the heavy overcoat and driving 
bowler for the more conventional frock-coat and tall hat before entering 
the building; bat what he did not discard was the airy breeziness which 
seemed to permeate him. That he bronght with him right Into the very 
heart of the building, to the Committee, the staff, and the children, to 
remain there till the day when he was compelled to lay down the reins.

The speech he delivered at the 
dinner to celebrate the result was one of the finest of his many brilliant 
efforts. He has not lived to sce his noble vision of a newer, larger, more 
modern orphanage realised; but-the standard set by him remains as an 
inspiration and aspiration for those who so ceaselessly labour for the 
orphans in these days of difficulty and stress. Two years later, when, as 
Lord Mayor of London, he invited the friends of the institution®o dinner 
atthe Mansion House, to mark the opening of the Centenary Hal! and 
wings, they showed their appreciation of his efforts by contributing a 
further £12,000 to free the buildings from debt. 

In Sir George's long association with Norwood it {s difficult to streas 
any particular point at which he specially succeeded, for he succeeded at 
every point. His urbanity at committee meetings was unfailing; his 

atience boundless; his attention to all the views of the members minute, 

et, before a vote on any important question was taken, he would review 
and analyse the discussion with the keen acumen of a judge's su:uming- 
up. And it was very rarely that his view did not prevail, though he had 
such strong mon at the table asthe late John I. Solomon, Simeon Lazirus, 
Nathan Joseph, Assur Keyser, H. Sylvester Samuel, David Henriquos, 
Daniel Marks, and Felix Davis—men grown old in the service of 
Ghe institution. Nor was he falling, when occasion arose, to chide 
with a bold reck'ssness, yet never unkindly. Oae example comes 
to mind. The institution, as always, was hard pressed for funds, yet one 
momber of the Committee urged a further extension of the building to 
meet the ever-increasing demand uponit. Persisting in this proposil, he 
finally succeeded in bringing it forward as a definite motion. The dis- 
cussion was long and serious, for there was absolute unanimity as to the 
need for extension ani the bonefits which would follow thereon. ‘Bat it 
was @ question of ways and means. I can still see Sir George, in the 
Irish Chamber, where all the meetings were held, rising from the massive 
chair to sum up the discussion before the vote was taken. The proposer 
was a rich man, and Sir George held strong views as to the relationship 
between his wealth and the support he gave to the Institution. With his 
usual mastory he analysed all that had ben said, showing how difficult 
it would be to raise the money to give effect to the schome. “But,” he 
concluded, “to show you, Mr. X, how much Iam in sympathy with your 
aims, put down £10 000 on the table and I'll coverit. Then we can come 
to business.” 

No time, no place was inopportune, where Norwod's interest was 
atstake. I have knowo meeting: to take place, frequently at an hour's 
notice, at his bn:iness premises in Newgate Stroet, at his hWonse in Gros. 
venor Gardens, at his home in Balls Park, at the Guildhall, $t the Mansion 
House, at the Old Bailey. Nothing was too big for him; nothing was too 


small for him, provided he could help the institation. His enthusiasm 


was contagious, for one felt it a privilege to follow where he was leading so 
ably. With his committee he established a relationship almost unique. He 


- showed them a courtesy delightfu!, a hospitality delicate and thoughtfal, 


Many a problem waa thrashed out during luncheon at Newgrte Street, or 
over a cigar in his charming country home. By the staff, he was truly 
beloved, for he saw their difficultics, sympathised with them, and sought 
& way to overcome them. Tnae children, too,adoredhim. Ever thought- 
fal for them, generous to a degree in a private capacity, they looked 
forward to his visits with a rare pleasure, and their whole-hearted wel. 
come of him, when hoe.came among them, was always 4 source of delight 
to him. And in evervthing he did for Norwood, he found the most 
wonderful helpmeet in Lady Faudel-Phillips. They vied with each other 
in giving of their bost to the orphans for whom they had an abiding, an 
abounding affection. Their porsraity have always been cherishold at the 
institution, but the tale of their unselfish devotion wil! be still more 
cherished, for it must, fora!l timo, be closely bound up with tbo history 
of that institution. Bae

have Sir George's friendship in no stinted measure; to be a frequent 
partaker of his generous hospitality, and my mind reverts to the happy 
hours at Balls Park where, in his b»antiful library, we would discuss the 
manifold subjects which interested him. .Few knew how deep was hig 
sympathy with everythjng truly Jowish, and how Lady Faude!-Phillips 
shared that sympathy.

The Firm of Faudel and Phillips. 


THE BEGINNINGS OF THE FAMILY FORTUNE. 
The rise to wealth and municipal eminence of the deceased's father, 
Sir Benjamin, constituted a romance of basiness, Its story has never, 
we believs (says the Jewish Worl! of yosterday) been hitherto accurately 


* told. 65. H. Faudel, the maternal grandfather of Sir George Fandel. 


Phillips, was a poor but mnch respected and very talented music teacher. 
His paternal! grandfather (te father of Sir Benjamin), a struggling tailor, 
wasa mau of great probity and high character. Mr. Neumegen, the 
famous Principai of the Jewish school at Kew, was at'racted to young 
Bonjamin and gave him an education at a somewhat reduced rate paid 
for by a cousin of the lad’aby marriage, Mr. Lazarus Samson, who, early 
in last contury, was established ina good way of business in Houndsditch, 
asa wholcsailo jewoller and silversmith. 

Among Iaudel’s pup!ls was a son of Mr. Samson, to whom he taught 
the violin. Faudel was a German by birth, and propounded to Mr. Samson 
the idea of importing into England woo! that was then made in Germany 
and could be specially used for knitting purposes. Mr. Samson did not 
think it worth hia while to divert his energies from his own business, but 
he suggested that is was an onterprise into which young Philips might 
enter. It wis then arranged that a son of Faudel, the music master, and 
young Phillips should start the Berlin wool business, and Mr. Samson 
provided tho small capital that was needed for making a beginning, 
For tho first few years the venture was by no means successful, but by 
dint of great energy on the part of Mr. Honry Faudel and Sir Benjamin 
they established themselves, and laid the foundations of the business 
that has brought the fortune of great wealth to the family. A clmrac- 
teristic of Sir Benjamin when he was a youth was his meticulous personal 
cleanliness and the attention be always paid to his appearance, without 
his in the least degree being what in those days was known as a fop. As

ALDERMAN LIONEL JACOBS (Plymouth). 


The death has occurred of Mr. Lionel Makepeace Jacobs, of Plymouth, 
The deceased, had been in bad health for some months, and had, under 
medical advice, resigned bis seat on the aldermanic bench abouta year ago. 

Mr. Jacobs, who was fifty-eight years of age, was a native of Sunder- 
land. While quite a young man, he joined the army and served in the 
Badan campaign. He entered bis father's business over forty years ago. 
In 1904 he entered Plymouth Town Council, standing as an Independent; 
and in 1914, soon after the amalgamation of the Three Towns, he was 
elected an alderman. He took a great intorest in the development of the 
port, and, in addition to being Chairman of the Port Development Com- 
mittee, was a member of the Port Sanitary Authority. He was a 
member of the Watch and Special Purposes Committees of the Council, 
and was, in 1919, appointed Chairman of the Economy Committee, He 
was also a former Chairman of the Watch Committeo. 


During 1919, Mr. Jacobs took a great part in the “anti-waste” 
activities, and ran three candidates for the Council, though unsuccess- 
fully. He was always very active in the service of the small shop- 
keepers, and on one occasion headed a deputation in their support to the 
Home Secretary. He was one of the founders of the Plymouth Imperial 
Conservative Association, an@ took a keen interest in Conservative 
politics. Had it not been for the break in the Coalition, he would have 
been a candidate at the recent goneral election, 


The deceised rendered yeoman service to the country during the 
war. From the outbroak of hostilities he took an active part in recruiting, 
and spoke at many meetings in Piymouth and district. Healso delivered 
spoeches in many parts of the couatry in support of the War Savings 
Campaign, and spoke from the tanks in Trafalgar Square. He was local 
organiser on National Service and a member of the Plymouth Military 
Advisory Committee. Ho was also successful in raising large sums 
locally for the entertainment of blind and wounded soldiers, and in 
collecting £500 for the equipment of the “ Comrades’ Club.” 


Mr. Jacobs was a prominent officer in the Felt Makers’ Lodge of the 
City of London, and in July, 1917, received the hogour of the Freedom of 
the City of London and was made a liveryman offthe same day. Inthe 
same year he received the freedom and livery of the Worshipful Company 
of Needlemakers. 

He had been for many yoars a“member of the Royal Antedilavian 
Order of Buffaloes (Grand Lodge of Engiand). In 1910, at the Grand 
Lodge held at Bath, he was elected Grand Primo of all Fogland, which is 
the highest office in the Order. He had beon a dclegiuts to the Grand 
Lodga for many yoars, and had travel'od practically all over tha world in 
the interests of the Order. He was Chairman of the Orphanage, and had 
filled all the important offices of the Order. He was also the founder of 


‘the R.A.O.B. Pension Schems, the income of which now amounts to 


about £10,000 per annum. He was also a well-known Freemason, and 
had rendered considerable service to the Craft lodges. 
Mr. Jacobs was married and his widow survives Lim. There was no 


Issue of the marriage. 


The funeral was at Edmonton Cemetery. The Rev. M, Goldfine 
officiated.

Mr. FRANK V. SAMUEL, 


Tho death at sea, on his way to the Riviera, has occurred of Mr. 
Frank Victor Samuel, of London. Tho deceased was born at horwich in 
1874, with which his family has been closely connected for many 
generatéons. Ile was educated at Norwich Grammar School, where he 
won many prizes and scholarships ani a foundation scholarship, and also 
an open exhibition at Magdalen College, Oxford, where he took honours 
both in Moderation and Lit. Ifum. He first became a solicitor, having 
been articled with the well-known firm of which Mr. Gilbert L. Samuel 


is the head. He subsequently determined to enter the higher branch of 


the legal profession, and was called to the Chancery Bar in 1907. 
Hero he attained considerable success. He “devilled” for bir 
Lawson Walton, and the early death of this ominent barrister 
and Law Officer was a groat loss to him. Mr. Samael published, 
with Mr. Devonshire, “Land Taxes under the Finance Act, 1909- 
1910," which became a standard work. He was well qualified to 
write on fore!ga commercial law, and was a frequent contributor to the 
Times Trade Supplement. Me Samuel was on the London Board of the 
Norwich Unton Fire Insurance Socisty. He rendered valuable service 
under Lord Emmott in the War Trade Department, but, as the result of 
overwork, his health broke down in 1916, and in consequence of his ill- 
ness he had for some years ceased to practise. Mr. Samuel was a man 
of remarkably sweet disposition and a highly talented musician. He 
leaves a widow and one daughtor,. The body was conveyed to England 
and was interred at Norwich. 


Mr. ABRAHAM BLOOM (Middlesbrough). 


With the death of Mr. Abraham Bloom, the Middlesbrough Hebrew 
Congregation is bereaved of a genial and familiar figure with whose name 
the history and interests of various loca! institutions are intimateiy con- 
nected. The deceased was one of the founders of the Literary Society, 
of which he was for many years Vice-Chairman and Treasurer. He acted 
also for several years as Ohairman of the local branch of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association. He was closely and actively associated with the Board of 
Guardians, and in addition gave of his. own freely, cheerfully, and with 
joy. Tho writer of this last tribute can boar testimony to his manifold 
generous and benevolent acts. His loss, indeed, is irreparable. His 
momory will be long cherished and romembered by all those who knew 
him. Sincere and heartfelt sympathy is extended to his sorrow-stricken 
and bereaved widow, three daughters, and son, Mr. Frederick H. Bloom, the

THE. LATE ELEAZAR BEN YEHUDA. 

The loss occasioned by the death of Eleazer Ben Yehuda is irreparable, 
Much as we mourn the untimely death of the man, our grief is even 
more profound when remembering that the gigantic task he imposed on 
himself is not complete. In his wonderful work of ihe Hebrew Thesaurus 
he had reached the word when hie eyes closed forever. Will the })70 
ever be finished, or will it share the fate of Finn’s "¥'1X"? The material 
is certainly there, and if the band of Hebrew scholarsin Jerusalem should 
take up the thread left by Ben Yehuda, it would be possible to have the 


monument of the Hebrow tongue, raised with so much pain and labour, 


completed even in our own days. The devotion of Ben Yebuda to his 
monumental work is indescribable. I saw him laying the foundation, 
and shall always deem ita privilege to have helped him in those early days 
when very few people believed that it would ever materialise. In those 
days, the beginning of the Jewish renaissance, Ben Yehuda was 
laugbed at, looked upon as a visionary, as a man with an idée 
fixe, who dreamt impossible dreams. Now it is admitted on all 
hands that the revival of the Hebrew languago is entirely duc to 
Ben Yehuda. He literally forced the language upon the people. They 
laughed at his newly coined words; they laughed, but accepted them, 
and to-day they are used even by rigid purists. Noone ever made his 
influence felt upon the life of a people as he did upon the life of the Jews 
in Eretz Yisrael. He was the greatest fanatic in his faith in the ultimate 
victory of the Jewish National idea. In this he never wavered. And it 
is this stubborn belief, this perennial optimism, which can be traced 
throughout the whole of his career. Itis not the fact, as was stated in 
the Jewish Chronicle, that he ever edited the Habaceleth. He wrote for 
that periodical while he was yet in Paris, and on his arrival in Jerusalem 
be worked regularly for the paper, until he began to issue the Hazevi. 
There was a great gulf botween the conservative, I. B. 'rumkin, and the 
iconoclast, Ben Yehuda, a gulf which could never be bridgedover. They 
are now both MONM O75, and Palestinian Jewry is the poorer by the 
demise of one whose name wi!! be enshrined in the annals of the restora- 
tion of the Jewish people in ovr ancient Homeland.—Irom the Rev.

Another anti-Jowish “turn” was for a clown to come on the stage with 
his head shaven. Another clown asked him why he wasin mourning, 
“ Because oil is so dear!” came the reply. “ And why, pray, is oil dear?” 
the horo was asked again. “ Because of those Jows, who on their Sabbath 
consume all thatthey have earned during the week. Therefore they have 
no wood for their fires, and they perforce break up their beds for fire- 
wood. The result isthat they have tosleep on the ground, gnd as they in 
consequence need a great quantity of oil to clean themselves, the demand 
sends up the price!” 

On the face of it these illustrations are illuminating. The wit is 


- somowhat inane; if that is the best of their kind, we must deplore the 


sillinoss of the theatrical wit of those days. Put the obvious intention 
to wound the feelings of a class of the community is patent, and self- 
respect could adopt but one course, to avoid theatres and paces of public 
entertainment. “He who spends time on a racecourse may be compared 
to a murderer” (O°D JH’ said one Rabbi in tho 
first century of the common era). The noble sport of Jew-baiting on the 
Stage appears to have continued from Roman times down to our own. It 
is intelligible in olden days or in the Middle Ages: how should a Roman 
or a twelfth century mob appreciate the moral worth of the Jew for the 
worll? Butin modern times? The world to-day surely understandsthe 
Jews’ contribution to the world’s thought. Why, then, the caricature 
of the Jew on the stage? But then, on the other hand, what is the 
Jewish type that is caricatured? Is it the Jow who lives his life“ as 
wholiyin his Taskmaster’s oye,” the Jow who holds aloft the bost tradi- 
tions of his race and roligion, or is it the Jew who somehow assimilates 
the worst elements of his environment and produces a_ type 
which redounds to the glory neither of Jew nor Gentile? The pity is 
that these caricatures of Jews are apt to be taken not for the dross that 
they are, but for the pure metal. That makes itimperative to take action 
by the aid of sweet reasonableness to remove the caricatures of Jews 
from the stage. Much fine work in this direction bas been acoomplished 
in the United States by the Anti-Defamation Leaguo set up by the 
Independent Order of B'nai B'rith. The League has always appealed to 
tho botter feelings of theatre and cincmma managers, pointing out tothem, 
what very often they were unconscious of, that the caricatures of Jows 
hurt the feclings of a section of the community, are the means of sowing 
theatrical success. Invariably an appeal of this character met with a 
ready response. The only difficulty has arisen sometimes where Jewish 
comedians have themselves been the-sinners. Jewish comedians must 
surely know that there are spléndid Jewish types as well as undesirabies, 
and that the former are very greatly in excess of the latter. There are, 
howcver, Jewish comedians who are able to show the Jew at his best, and 
to win the sympathy of their audicncers for the high qualities of the Jew, 
his loyalty as a citizen, his love as a father, his unselfishnes as a friend, 
and bis trust in God, allof which may lic hidden under an uncouth 
exterior. ‘ 

Life is always stronger than law, and if laws do not move in step 
Despite the injunctions of the early 
Rabbis, Jows must have been attracted to the theatre, and the Rabbis of 
the second and third centuries recognised the popular tendency and sought 
to give ita legal sanction. One Rabbi declared that, after all, it was not 
altogether evil to visit theatros, secing that it might be possible for the 
visitor to save tho life of a victim, or ifa Jéwish victim were seen to die in 
the arena, it would be possible to bear witnoss to the fact in a courtof law, 
and so, by removing the doubt, make it possible for his widow to remarry. 
Rabbi Bimon ben Lakish propounded a somewhat novel excues for the 
theatre. It is something to be grateful for, he declared, that the 
heathens havo their theatres to go to where they can amuse themscives. 
Wfre this not the case, they might bo tempted to occupy themscives in 
idle stzife and so be led to commit murder! But this opinion ‘must be 
capped. by another.

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A Palestine Painter. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Wililt 
Mr. ABEL PANN. 


N the effort to make of Palestine a modern country thera have 
been introducéd, among other rooiern features, the novelty of 
art exhibitions. The works exlibited have been, with but oua 
exception, works of Jewish painters. 

The number of Jowish artists in Palestine is now very larga, 
aod those who hava some insight into the great diflicuilies under 
which thasa mon and women labour to follow their profession, 
wonder how many of them will, 
sooner or later, com.c to the conclusion 
that their sacrifices are not warranted 
by what they are able to achieve. The 
exhibition of Mr. Abel Pann's works, 
however, which the pro-Jerusalem 
Committee has arranged in the Migdal 
David, would no doubs attract even a 
large and critical European public, 

The first of the rooms in which Mr. 
Pann's work is exhibited containg 
pictures of different subjects: Russian 
snow, Russian markets, and types of 
villagers, streets, children, Jews—every- 
thing glowing with colour and light. 
Among these pictures of a healthy 
European realism there are some others 
which were painted under the influence 
of the very different Palestinian light, 
and radiate with the mvstic beauty of 
the Palestinian landscape and all that of 

which if caminds one. The second room, which is, perhaps. of eveu 
greater interest, contains 100 illustrations of the book Bereshith. 
7 Although the painter possesses the power of expressing himself in 
;, many different ways, he prefers the lyrical features of the landscape 
and its legends. He places bfore us a fairyland peopled with sweet 
Shadows. Some of the paintings, for instance “Gan Eden,’ or 
| “Jacob's Dream,” or “Joseph Interpreting Dreams,” breathe the 
i whole fragrance of a Palestinian night melting away into ether and 
enme. Some others attain almost the perfect beauty of Japanese 
wood engravings. 

Mr. Pann has escaped froin two dangers to which a less capablia 
artist would probably have fallen a victim: his colours, although 
soft and mollow, are never sitkly, and his subjects, with all their 

lyrical sweetness, are never sentimental.

For thy salvation I have waited, O Lord,’—Genesis xliz. 18, 


The peace of seventoen years was uow to pass into the peace of 
porfection with God. It had doopenod day by day as slow docay grew 
on; it was deepest at tho last when the Divine salvation for which ho 
hoped came to him in tho form of death. Oa his death-bed ho relives his 
life, and now it does not seom to him, aa it did seventeen years before, 
that his “days were fow and evil,” but mauy and good. He had noarly 
reached the top of the ladder hoe had soen in his dream, and he looked 
down on the landscape of his life far below. Ho dwelt upon it all, fooling 
every emotion over again without its pain. Past and future blended into 
one; but before the futaro was looked into the past was lived through 
again, It was with two things especially belonging to tho past that his 
thoughts were connected, aud his first was his earliest meoting with God: 
“And Jacob said to Joseph, God Almighty appeared to me at Luz, ia 
the Iand of Canaan, and said unto mo, Bebold [I will make 
thee frutful and mu'tiply thee, and I will make of thee a multi- 
tude of people, and wil! give this land to thy seed after thee for 
an cverlasting possession.” The idea then given to him was that he was 
to be the founder of a people. Tho second way in which he relived his 
life was in ita affections, Nothing can be more touching than the way in 
which, in the very clasp of sleatu, Rachel reappears. There was one 
fooling that Jacob's passiovate heart could never lose; the memory of 
his first love was ever groon. Whenever ho thought thereon he was 
young again. It had not been so ia Canaan. There tho sorrow had been 
too keou; thero the agony of Joseph's loss had renewed the old pain of 
his mother’s death. But aow it was different. With Joseph ho scemed 
to have found Rachel again; tho son brought back tho vision of the 
mother as she had been in early beauty. ‘Cho sorrow had worn out its 
bitterness, and the loveliness of his bygone love alone romaincd. She 
lived and loved again, True, sho lay there, far away, near Uphrath, 
beneath the pillar that recorded Lis tonderness and grief, but in his 
heart she had risen from the grave to koep him company. And as she 
wandered iu the meadows of his inward world, the dew of early love waa 
always on the grass among which hor footsteps wont; be saw her always 
young, bright as the day she came to moot bim, clad in the samo beauty 
for which he had served fourteen years, and counted thom but a few day9 

_ftor the love ho had for her. 


Once more in this relieving of Lis affections, he went back to his long 
love and sorrow for Joseph.

Add to the memory of that accursed hour tho wild suspicion 
that it was his own sons who had dono the work, and wo stand in a 
chamber of Jacob's heart where tho thuader-clouds for ever brooded 
heavily. .And now read this vorse where the clouds have been dispersed 
by the wind of a great joy: “Aad Israel said to Joseph, t had not thought 
to see thy face, and lo! God hath showed mo also thy seed.” What a 
world of past sorrow and of intense and prosent joy in the words! Ashe 
spoke them he relieved all his pain. But, strange to say, so healing had 
been joy, that all the bitterness of it bad gonc. Evorything in him was 
mellowed and softened, The impostuosity, of feeling had worn away, 
but its depth remained. Anger, querulousness, impatience, even the long 
reproach of his sons that had eaton his boart, had died, like flery letters 
growing dimmer and atjiast dead, in growing light; and only love and 
joy were with :him now, the fair watchors of his bed.

Socialist Deputy’s Protest.

The last meeting of the Hungarian National Assembly, held on 
Friday cveuving, December 22nd, terminated in a disturbance. The 
Bocialist Deputy Popper, addrossing the Assembly, accused the Govern. 
mont of allowing the murderers of Jews and workers to go unpunished. 
Their names, he said, were known, yet they had not even been arrested. 
The present régime in Hungary had murdered ten thousand innocent 
Jows and workers. 

The President of the Chamber called upon the Deputy to withdraw. 
A tumult broke out on all sides. The Deputies of the Left shouted as in 
chorus: “ Have the pogroms of Orgovany, Izsak, and Siofok not become 
well known?” “Have Hejjas, Pronay, and their officers not been 
amnestied by Horthy?” The tumult became so great that tho voices of 

rsons who rose to speak were inaudible. At last Doputy Emil Pikier 
TSocialist) shouted: “Everybody knows who tho murderers are, yot nobody 
has been punished.” The President of the Chamber asked Dapnty 
Pickler to produce his proofs. Deputy Pickler replied: “ Itis unnecessary 
to mention the names here. The ex-Chief of Police in Budapest and the

Conference of Rumanian Jewry. 
Proposed Unification of Communities. 

[From our Correspondent.] BUDAPEST, 


A conference has been heid in Bucharest of representatives of the 
Rumanian Jewish communities, to discuss the question of organisation 
The conference was convened by the Union of Jewish communitios, 
which is officially recognised by the Government. It wos opened ay Mr, 
Berkowitz, President of the Jowish community in Buchsrest and of the 
Union of Jewish communities in Old Rumania, aud by Chief Rabbi Dr. 
Niemirower. 

The Minister for Religious Affairs, Mr. Banu, welcomed the Con- 
ference in the name of the Government, In tho course of his speech, the 
Minisier emphasised tho intention of the Government to put the Jewish 
community on an equal level with the Groek Orthodox Church, and to 
organise it with the assistance of the Jowish representatives. Tho 
Minister spoke glowingly of the patriotism of the Jewish population and 
their sacriiices during tho Great War, and of tho obligations of the 
Rumanian State for the protection of the rights of the Jews. 

Fifty-nine of the 67 existing Jewish communities in Kuinania took 
part in the conference, 150 delegates being present. Six sessions of tha 
conference were held. A draft constitution for tho organisation of iio 
Jowish communities was submitted. The conference adopted a resolu- 
tion that 6very town in which thero isa Jewish community should hava 
the Bucharest community as its centre. It agrecd further that the 
religious community should be responsible not merely for rclizious ob ects, 


but aiso for the cultural and sociai requirements of its memibors,

‘> ‘Pho Vienna Jewish Institute for the Blind has celebrated its filtieth 
auniversary. ‘lhe Institute was buiitin 1472 with funds provided by the 
Baron Jonah Koenigswirter, and was opened in December of that 
year. The Institute has had among its stall some of the most. famous 
oculists in the world aud is considered pecaaps the best research hospita 
of its kind any where. 

The Jewish deputy, Mr. Fabian, has delivered a speech 'n the Hun. 
garian Parliament, in which he drew attention to anti-Semitic iibels 
which were being spread, accusing the Jews of non-fulfilment of their 
duties as citizens during the war. He asked the Government to publish 
the correct statistics of Jewish war casualties, and assured the House 
that they would be found to be to the credit of his coreligionists, Mr. 
Fabian also commented adversely on the partiality shown by the Hun- 
garian Courts of Justice when trying cases in which Jews were concerned. 

Anti-Semitic propaganda of unusual violence has been organised 
lately at Bad Gastein. Al! anti-Semitic organisations in the Tyrol show 
a considerable increase in membership. The great German Party and 
the Gorman Peasants’ Party have joined forces in carrying out an anti. 
Jewish policy. Mr. Riehl, the leader of tho anti-Semitic party, recently 
declared that Jews in Austria must be considered as foreigners, and that 
only a certain percentage of them could be tolerated in the country, 

The Rabbi of Jurawna, inGalicia, Rabbi Horowitz, has passed his 
examination in medicine at Vienna Univorsity, and has received at the 
hauds of the anti-Jewish Rector, Dr. Diener, his Doctorate of Medicine.

The many fears that have been prevailing among the Jewish popula- 
tion in Lithuania regarding the future existence of the Jewish Ministry 
have at last been set at rest by the action of the Lithuanian Government. 

In fixing the budget for the year 1923, tho Government has assigned a 
sum equal to about £3,000 for the purposes of the Jewish Ministry. This 
immediately disposes of the question whether the Jewish Ministry will 
be suspended. 

The total incomo provided forunder the budget is about £3,000,000, 
and the expenditure about £2,500,000. 


Union of Jewish Health Organisations. | 


Conference in Berlin. 
[From our Correspondent.) . BERLIN. 


A three days’ conference of the Oze (Association for safeguarding the 
health of the Jewish population in Russia) has been held in Berlin. A 
decision was arrived at to take steps for the formation of a World Ueaion 
of Jewish Health Organisations with the Oze as nucleus, and to induce 
the Hadassah Medical Organisation also to join. Negotiations will be 
entered into inimodiately with the Hadassah and other similar organisa- 
tions for the purpose of forming the new World Organisation. 

The attempt of the Bavarian National Socialists to carry the move- 
far beyond the confines of Bavaria into the rest of Germany is succeeding 
rapidly. Upper Silesia has now followed the lead of Saxony. According 
to the Vossische Zeitung, the invasion of Upper Silesia by the National 
Socialists has already begun. Several hundreds of men, well armed and 
wearing the Hakenkreuz, entered Rossbach, and at once split into groups, 
with the object of conducting propaganda in various towns. At the samo 
time groups of the anti-Semitic All-German Labour Party has been founded 
in many towns in Upper Silesia. The political nows service of the Social 
Democratic Party calis attention to the fect that the National Socialists 
had also succecdedin influencing the German Reichswehr. 
the party who formerly balonged to the R-ichswehr who have still retaincd 
their papers have been able to collect a large quantity of arms. During 
the last few weeks, ten large consignments of arms have been stopped in 
Berlin alone. Many of them were destined for Upper Silesia, and the 
Nows Service alloges that they wore sent by the National Socialists. 


A Jewish Religious Revival. 
-- 
Great Rally to be held in New York. 


[From our Correspondent. } NEW YORK, 


The new civil year is to witness one of the most extensive Jewish 
religious revivals in the history of New York, which has the largest Jewish 
population of any city in the world. The event has been timed to 
coincide with the Golden Jabiles Convention of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of that union 
avd of the Hebrew Union College of Cincinnati, Ohio. Some two thousand 
men and women, lay and rabbinical delegates, chosen from 250 Jewish 
congregations throughout the United States and Canada, will take part 
in the Convention, which is t» last four days, beginning on the 22nd inst. 
The revival is to be a purely religious rally, alming to re-awaken in Jews 
throughout America “the religious spirit embodied in the basic, ethica!, 
end morai principles and teachings of the Ten Commandmonts, the 
Proverbs, and the Psalms.” The Convention will not concern itself with 
Zionism or any cther political movement, the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations having repeatedly expressed itself strongly opposed to a 
Jowish political State. Its object, according to an official Convention 
bulletin, is “to preserve Judaism, not Jews.”

Better Treatment Accorded. 
[From our Correspondent.| CONSTANTINOPLE, 


News from Eastern Thrace is more reassuring. The communitics of 
Adrianople, Kirk-klisse, Tchoriou, and Rodosto have been taxed in 
amounts varying from £115,000 to £140,000, as a contribution to the 
reconstruction of the country ; but they have been granted every facility 
for the payment of these sums. Contrary to statements which havo 
appeared in certain foreign journals, it is not only the Jews who are 
subjected to these contributions ; Moslems also have to paythem. Those 
who are unable to pay in cash are allowed to pay in goods or agricultural 
In accordance with instructions received from Angora, the 
Jews of Thrace enjoy the same rights as their Moslem fellow-citizens. 
The Jews of Anatolia have been accorded the special privilege of 
purchasing each week a quantity of wine sufficient for the making of 
Kiddush, although prohibition is otherwise strictly enforced in the 
country. 


Return of Refugees to Russia. 


Mr. Chicherin’s Announcement. 


[From our Correspondent.) LAUSANNE. 


Mr. Chicherin, head of the Russian Delegation, has announced here 
that his Government bas no objection to the return to Russia of refugeer, 
provided that they first obtain visas from the Sovict representatives in 
the various c@intries in whieh they now reside.

RAG MERCHANTS’ HEAVY FAILURE, 


INSURANCE CLAIM THAT WAS RESISTED. 
The first meeting of creditors was held on Monday at Bankruptcy 
Buildings, under a receiving order made on the petition of the debtors, 
against Mossrs. Joseph Simon Hyman and Abraham Simon Hyman, rag, 
waste, and general merchants, who had traded under the style of the 
— Mills Company at Poplar, and at Heckmondwike and Batley,

Mr. F. Vyvyan, Assistant Official Receiver, who presided, said that 


-~y debtors had estimated their liabilities at £190,000 and their assets at 


The debtor, Mr. A. 8. Hyman, in a preliminary examination, had 
stated that the firm’s business was establiseed seventy-two years ago by 
his father, who retired in 1903. Eighteen months ago a fire occurred at 
the firm’s premises in Lochnagar Street, Poplar, and stock valued at 
£30,000 was destroyed. The insurance company refused to pay for the 
loss, and proceedings were begun to enforce the claim ; but in the result 
the referee decided in favour of the insurance company, chiefly on the 
ground that the firm’s stock books were not properly kept. 

The firm for some years had had extensive transactions with the 
Albion Trading Company, Incorporated, of New York, and was now 
indebted to the company to the amount of £70,000. The failure was due 
to the slump in trade and the loss by fire. Resolutions were passed for 
the appointment of joint trustees of the estate.

VEGETABLE DISHES WITH CHEESE. 
Cabbage with Cheese Sauce. 


One large cabbage. Grated cheese, 4 table spoonfuls. 
White sauce, 1 pint. Brown crumbs. 


BOIL the cabbage in the usual way. Drain it well, cut it up, and poy 
it into a fireproof dish. Stir the cheese into the sauce, pour it over the 
@abbage, and sprinkle with brown crumbs. Put a few little bits of butter 
on top of the crumbs, and make thoroughly hot in a quick oven, 


Cheese Potatoes. 
Potatoes. Grated cheese. Margarin® 

WASH and peel as many potatoes as required. Cut them into very 
thin slices, and leave in cold water for half an hour.

PALESTINE ADMINISTRATION. 


Government Report July 1920—December 1921. 


THE COUNTRY’S EXPANSION. 


JEWISH PROGRESS. 


The Civil Administration of ‘Palestine was inaugurated on Jaly Ist, 
1920, and a report on its work till the end of 1921 has just been issued. It 
is the first. full and authoritative account of the remarkable progress 
of the country, and it makes interesting reading both from the Jewish 


and genera! points of view. 
The country, it is stated in the introductory chapter, has responded 
to the activity of the Government in furnishing “the essentials of a 
State,” and “it shows signs of entering upon a period of prosperous 
development.” The following paragraph is a general reference t) the 
Jewish National Home: | 
In accordance with the policy. adopted by His Majesty's Government and 
the principal Allied Powers, of favouring the establishment in Palestine ofa 
Jewish National Home provided that nothing should be done to prejudice the 
civil and religious rights of the non-Jewish pope the Hebrew langusge 
bas been granted an official status, and is used by the Administration in the 
districts where there is a considerable Jewish element. Jewish, and other, 
immigration has been permitted up to the capacity of the country to absorb 
additicnal population. During the period under review, 17,000 immigrants 
entered the country, almost all of whom were Jews. Owing, however, todarge 
losses through death and emigration during the War it is donbtial whetber the 
Jewish population of Palestine is now greater, if at all, than it was in 1914... but 
there are no accurate population statistics for either period. A number of new 
industrial enterprises have been started by Jewe, and some considerable areas 
of land bave been purchased by Jewish organisations. Care has been taken, by 
those organisations themselves under the supervision of the local officers of the 
Administration, that in no case shall hardship be caused to any cultivators who 
may have been in occupation of portions of the land so purchased. The Govern- 
ment has not otherwise intervened in the matter, and the sale and purchase of 
land are entirely free. In addition to the various measures which have been

Finance and Trade. 


The financial machinery of the Palestine Administration during the 
period uader review appears to have been considerably complicated by 
the Ottoman Debt which involved a dual revenue collecting agency. ‘The 
system of tithes was continued, but the bad old syetem -f farming-out, 
which led to much abuse and corruption, was eliminated. The abolition 
of the tobacco monopoly has led to a considerable stimuius boing given to 
the cultivation of tobacco, and in 1921 over 80,000 kilos were produced, 
and a large increase is anticipated for the succeeding year. In view 
of Press statements as to the “ killing” of British trade with Palestine it 
is worthy of note that in the twelve months ended March, 1921,) the 
imports from Great Britain amounted to £EF1,696,629, an increase of 
£491,947 over the previous year. The exports to Great Sritain amounted 


to ££941,244, an increase of £2,185 over the previous twelve months. In > 


the nine months to the end of 1921, the imports from Great Britain 
showed an increase of £E188,777 over the corresponding period of: the 
previous year. The trade with Egypt and other British possessions 
would greatly increase these figures. The report emphasises the groad 
economic handicap which the absence of a proper port involves. 

The commercial situation during 1921 reacted to the general com- 
mercial depression of the world, but the results were less keenly felt 
than in most countries. There were no bankruptcies. The outstanding 
feature of the year was the determined efforts made by German merchants 
to get a footing in Palestine. “Their mcthods of extended credits, 


catalogues and price lists in the vernacular, combined with persistent 


canvassing, have had considerable effect on the Palestivian importers.” 

Palestine seems to smoke heavily. No less than 129.202 kilos. of 
cigarettes. were imported from Egypt, 56,661 kilos. from England, and 
about 12,000 kilos. were manufactured in the rote ag | per mouth. . An 
important light on the tendency of Palestine trade is thrown by the 
following paregraph in reference to the customs returns: 

The Customs returns continue to show a considerable adverse balance of 
trade. In examining the figures, however, is must be remembered that the 
imports are swollen by the value of the considerable requirements of«the 
military garrison and the stores purchased by the Government, which do not 
pay duty but are included for statistical purposes. ANowance must alse be 
made for such invisible items as the sams expended in the country by theégmy 
and touritts, also by the Zionist Commission, Religious and Relief Missions, and 
remittances received from abroad. When al these allowances hcre *ean made, 
it must be remembered that the export and re-export trade of Palestine is 
largely to the east. ' The figures shown for export, re-export, and transit, there- 
fore, only tell a part of the story of the eastward flow of $, since only the 
limited portion which enters Syria bv the Haifa-Semakh-Damascus lino is 
recorded; of the camel-caravan loads of merchandise which travel east to Txans- 

ia and Iraq and south-east to Arabia, there is practically no informatio 


D 
or there are no Customs Houses on the eastern frontier, and thus: no record of 


the traffic that goes on nnceasing!y across the eastern deserts is ever made. 


The report records the beginmings of an industrial movement, 
“which, if is continues, shon!d be far-reaching throughout the whole 


“country. The movement is the more significant in that it has beguu ata 
*~time when power remains extremely dear.” -Partioulars are given of a 


number of factories established in the period under review. The only 
two concessions granted were those to Mr. Rutenberg. 


Education. 


: the most interesting section of the report is that devoted to 
education. The Government schools are almost entirely for Moslems, ag 
the following ‘#igaificant passage explains: 

In the Badget of 1921-1922, the sum of £5.6,126 was set aside for thenssist- 
ance of non-Government schools, subject to certain conditions of inspection and 
the like, aud was distributed on a per ccpita basis, As the majority of the uon- 
Government school population are Jewish children, the bulk of this grant was

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children attending Government schools; the reason being that, whereas 

Zionist Organisation and other Jewish bodies, such ae the 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, have been able to provide educational facilities 
forthe majority of Jewish Children, the onus of providing education for the 
Mosiems mainly falis on the Goverment—as it did during the Turkish régime— 
and up to the present, owing tolack of fands, the De ment has not been able 


to cater for more than about one-seventh of the number of Moslem children of 
the country 


Such technical education as exists, the report states, is confined 
mainly to Jewish effort, and mention is made of the Bezalel School and 
“a well-organised technical school at Haifa.” The best-known agricul. 
tural school is that at Mikveh Israel under the auspices of the Alliance 
erg The following particulars are given concerning the Jewish 
schools: 

There are over 17,000 registered pupils in the Jewish schools, of whom some 
11,500 are in the schools of the Zionist Organisation. These latter include 46 
kindergartens on modern Froebelian lines, 62 elementary, 6 secondary, and 10 
technical and special schools. Evening courses are provided for the teaching of 
the Hebrew language and commercial training, and as continuation schools for 
— engaged in some trade during the day. The non-Zionist schools are 

hose of the Alliance Israélite Universelle, the Evelina de Rothschild school for 
girls under the Anglo-Jewish Association, one training college and one technical 
school, a number of Orthodox institutions mainly of a very elementary type, 
and a few independent private schools chiefly of a technica! obaracter. 

The Ziouist schools generally are on the whole similar in programme and 
standard to corresponding schools in Europe, more especially to those in 
Switzerland, the Hebrew language and Jewish literature and history taking the 
place of the national subjects taught in other countries. ‘The same may be said 
of most of the non-Zionist schools other than the Orthodox, except that in some 
of them Hebrew is not the language of instruction, All schools in the colonies, 
and some in the cities, are mixed. In the secondary schools Greek and Latin 


_ have been exciaded from the syllabus, as not being intimately connected with 


the Jewish civilisation. Thesyllabus of the Zionist Orthodox schools lays stress 
on religious subjects at the expense of general subjects, ¢.g., nature study, 
drawing, etc. A minimum of general education, however, is laid down, and 
each school must fulfil certain hygienic conditions, The non-Zionist Orthodox 
schools do not, howeyer, reach the same level. 

The most impoftant qvrertions in connection with Jewish schools are: 
1) materia! improvements, ee in respect to housing and text-books; 
2) better facilities for the general development of the children, inclading a 
richer child-literature; (3) a closer adaptation of the schools to the conditions of 
the country and to the requirements of the Jewish community, especially in the 


_ direction of providing more manual training and giving education a more 


. bodies, 


practical bias. Something is already being done in the way of gardening, hand- 
work in wood and cardboard, etc., but extensive plans in that Girection have 80 
far failed to materialise for lack of funds. 
W'he Budget of Jewish schools is defrayed partly by the various governing 
artly by tuition fees (over £E.20,000 per annum); the bulk of it, over 
£1,100,000, comes from the Zionist Organisation. In 1920-21 a sum of ££.3,559 
was allotted to these schools by the Palestine Government from the funds avail- 
abie for grants-in-aid to non-Government schools. 


Public Health. 

The work of the Administration in the domain of public health has 
been greatly assisted by voluntary agencies, notably the Hadassah. It is 
gratifying to read the following: “It isa remarkable fact that a people 
unused for centuries to sanitary reform has grasped so speedily the 
essential fact that good sanitation means good health and that health

—_ conditions, has al y done much to combat the prevalence of these 

iseases. 
Interesting particulars are given of the efforts made to combat 
trachoma and malaria; but in regard to the former, we are told that only 
the fringe has been touched. The following details are given concerning 
the Jewish sanitary services :

The water supply arrangements are still inadequate, especially in 
Jertealem, where house connections are practically non-existent. 

Legal. 

The admission of Hebrew as a language of pleading in the Courts is 
recorded, and we are told that its useis “actual and not simply academic.” 
Very useful was the institution of Land Courtsand a Land Registry. One 
feature was the registration of actual owners instead of nominees, pre- 
viously the practice on account of the Ottoman restrictions on foreigners. 
The report states that most of the land belonging to the Jewish scttlers 
had been registered in the names of a few individuals who were Ottoman 
subjects, and steps wore being taken to enable each rightful owner to 
possess a title to his land. 

Reference is made to the organisation of the Rabbinical Council which 
is recognised by the Government as the sole Rabbinical authority. 


| Considerable progress is recorded in the detection and punishment

Agriculture. 
The section dealing with agriculture reveals the fact that of the 


cultivable area of Palestine (1,820,000 hectares) some 300,000 hectares of 
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arable land are untouched. Various reasons are furnished for this, but 
great stress is laid on the impdrtance of up-to-date methods being 
employed, if Palestine is to bo enab!ed to compete with other producing 
countries. Reforence is made to leases of swamps to the Jewish Colonisa- 
tion Association and Jewish colonies for drainage and reclamation. 


Immigration. 


The period under review tuoludes that daring which immigration was 
suspended. The total numberof immigrants who entered Palestine from 
June $rd, 1921, when immigration was reopened, to December 81st, 1921, 
Was 4,861, of whom 4,784 were Jews. 


Miscellaneous. 


Sections in the report deal with the postal and telegraphic and railway 
communications, and brief reference is made to the work of the 
antiquities dopartment. A useful map showing the roads and railways 
is appended to the report.

RUMOUR OF RESIGNATION DENIED. 

The Colonial Office states that there is no foundation for the report 
that Mr. Ronald Storrs is reiinquishing his appointment in Palestine on 
the completion of five years’ service. Mr. Storrs was appointed Military 
Governor of Jerusalem in December, 1917, shortly after ite capture by 
British troops; and when the Civil Administration was set up in 1920 he 
became Governor of the Jerusalem District. Thisisa permanent appoint. 
ment in the Palestine Civil Service. 


Palestine Government Criticised. 
EDITOR OF “HAARETZ” ON “ANTI-MANDATE POLICY.” 


Dr. Glickson, editor of Haara¥?, fias severely criticised what he terms 
the “anti-Mandate policy ” of the Government in Palestine. He declares 
that the Government's educational system is contrary to the provisions 
of the Mandate, and that steps should be taken to subsidise autonomous 
Hebrew schools, to enforce the recognition of the Hebrew language, and 
to afford full facilities for the observance of the Sabbath. 


Land of Israel News in Brief. 


Sin WYNDHAM DEEDES has been eppointed Chairman of a Commission 
to consider plans of ensuring public security in Palestine. 

THE Bank of the Brandeis group in Palestine has already advanced 
£70,000 to building societies in Palestine. A hundred and filty Jewish 
houses are being built in Jerusalem with the aid of the Bank. 

A conflict has arison between the Palestine Government and tha 
Advisory Council in connection with the declaration of the High Com- 
missioner that the Council as an advisory body could not demand that the 
preliminary budget proposals should be submitted to it. 

THE new quarter for the Yemonite Jews at Rishon-le-Zion has beeu 
opened. Sir Herbert Samuel, Mr. Ussishkin, and the Vaad Leumi sent 
congratulatory messages to the Yemenite Jews. 

THE annual balance-sheet has been published of the Hamashbdir, the 
co-operative supply association of the Histadruth Haovdim, which.has 
branches all over the country.

£E110,000, the gross profit about £E8,800, and the net profit £E2,800.

The Rutenberg Scheme. 
— Engineering in Palestine. 


From Mr. Cyril Henriques, M.L.C.E. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Srr,—In your publication of December 22nd there are several state- 
meats of the greatest interest about Palestine, but which are not easy to 
understand. Perhaps some of your readers can explain. 

(1) Under the heading, “ The Rutenberg Scheme,” it is stated that a 
power station to contain two 500 h.p. Diesel engines is being built to 
supply the Jaffa and Tel Aviv district with electric lightand power. The 
Rutenberg concession is for the use of water for power purposes, and 
Didsel engines are power units independent of water. Has a scheme 
been started under ees name which is outside his concession 
from Government of Palestine ‘ 

(a) Str Herbert Cohen, at the annual meeting of tho Palestine 
Ecénomic Board, is reported as stating that the Rutenberg scheme has 
bean very carofully investigated by a British firm of consulting engineers, 
by the Goneral Electric Company of America, etc., and that, on the

whole, the consensus of opinion is entirely favourable in regard to the 
technical aspect of the scheme. The papers have been through my 
hands, and I havo no hositation in saying that no firm could possibly 
report definitely on the scheme from tho data available; there are no 
details from which the cost of building the necessary storage works can 
be mado out. In these days most physical diMculties can be overcome; 
even a Scvern power scheme could be constructed, and would be, if the 
cost were not prohibitive. Can it be that Sir Herbert Cohen’s words 
have been incorrectly reported ? 

(3) It is a hopefal siga that Sir Herbert Cohen, in his interviow with 
your representative, bas mentioned the possibility of utilising the water 
of tho “ waddies,” which at present runs to waste, for irrigation. A long 
experience of irrigation in the East has taught me the fnestimable value 
of small storage works, and a short stay in Palestine showed me the suit- 
ablencss of the country for them. Cultivation is crying out for an assured 
supply of water, and the foothills below the main range of mountains 
appear to mo to possess every element in nature for the cheapconstructi n 
of storage works. This is not the place to enlarge on the technica’ itics 
of tho subject, but the principal geason why this method of development 
has not been advocated cariiecr sftms to be that it is only suitable to bo 
put into practice by the Government, and it is doubifui if there is at its 
disposal an engineer qualified to desiga a storage scheme.

Jerusalem, where generations of young people have been instructed 
in various trades, as well as the higher professions; by. the foundation 
of largo and well attended primary schools in all the towns of Pales- 
tine; by the additions and improvements to these institutions, which 
it has never ceased to make; and, finally, by all the Jewish social 
and progressive endeavours which it bas created or encouraged in the 
country, the Alliance has given proof of the particular interest it 
takes in Palestine, and of all it can contribute to the economic and 
moral regeneration of the Jewish population of the country. But, 
just as it has always abstained from participating in the religious 
conflicts which have brokon out in Jewry, the Alliance does not feel 
justified In taking part in the problems concerning Zionism, which 
are questions of a political nature, on which agreement is far from 
having been reached even among the Jews themselves. Con- 
sequently, it feels obliged to persevere in the attitude of neutrality 
it has preserved up to the present.

Turkish Hostility to Zionism. 
ANGORA FAVOURABLE TO JEWISH CITIZENS. 
[From our Correspondent.) CONSTANTINOPLE, 


The local Turkish Press publishes tho following telegram, sent out 
officially from Angora: 

The Jews of Ae me have sent a telegram to Iemet Pasha at Lausanne, 
ee that Palestine should be placed under the mandate of the new 

urkey. 

Lam, of course, unaware who these Jows are who have sent such @ 
message to Ismet Pasha, but it is boyond doubt that such a telegram does 
extst. I am of cpinion that it is the demand which was sign d by a 
certain number of Jews here alleging that Palestinian Jews desired the 
return of Turkish domination. Presumably this has been cabled to 
Lausanne. 

It is undeniable that the present Government of Angora is hostile to 
the British Mandate. The Censor has received strict injunctions to 
prevont the Jewish Press from pub!ishing anything in favour of Zionism. 
In accordance with Government instructions, all propaganda in favour of 
the National Movement has completely ceased in Turkey. Flags bearing 
the Magen David are no longer allowed to be displayed. Certain Jewish 
Nationalists who have rocenitly penned viclent attacks against the Turkish 
Nationalists have been obliged to leave Constantinople by means of pass- 
ports issned by foreigu ambassadors. 

The Angora Government does not hold all Jows responsible for the 
action of a section of them. It has just taken an important decisiou. In 
contradistinction to the case of the Greeks and the Armenians, Jewish 
rc fugees are to be allowed to return to their homes in Asia Minor at the 
expenro of the State. Those of them who do not possess the means for 
the reconstruction of their homes will receive monetary assistance for 
the purpose. Moslems and Jews are thus to bo treated on a footing of 
absolute equality. This constitutes an unmistakable sigu cf feeling 
on the part of Angora towards Turkish Jews.

The first Jewish bond issue in history is announced in Now York by 
Messrs. Harvey Fisk and Sons, Incorporated.

* funds in the Tel-Aviv township loan, and pursuant to that the Order of 


Sons of Zion, which has a large sum of money for the org¢inigation of 
Palestine Insurance Company, will take up a largo block of Tel-Aviv 
bonds. Mr. Rosenblatt also points out that Mr. Norman Bentwich, 
Attorney-General of Palestine, is co-operating in the preparation of the 
Definitive Bonds, which indicates the importance the Palestine Govern- 
ment attaches to the bond issue from Palestine.

Dr, 8 BRODETSKY said that he could not understand why Jews 
should absont themselves from a meoting called to discuss the welfare of 
Jewry. Before the war Zionists bad about 200,000 Shekel payers out ofa 
population of over thirteen millions, Last year there had been some 
improvement, and the Sickel payers numberetl a million, but where wore 
the others? He felt surprised that Jews who heard of the misery, 
starvation, and sufferings of their brethren abroad could have the heart 
to spend money on picasure. Jows in this country had to pay about 


£4,000,000 in Income Tax, yet thoy could only raise a few thousands for. 


the Keren Hayesod. Obviously, there was something wrong with the 
Jewish people, and it must be eradicated. But in spite of all, Zionists 
had done wonders. During the last two and a half years, since Jews had 
been able to enter Palestine, some 25,000 had settled there, and were 
somehow managing to earn a living; was that anything Zionists had to 
be ashamed of? Yet large numbers of Jewsremainedaloof. He believed 
in tho fundamental sanity of the Jewish people, and that they would 
never be satisfied till they returned to their mother country—Palestine. 

On the motion of Mr. H. J. Morgenstern, seconded by Rabbi Shachtel, 
a resolution was carried pledging those present to support the Manchester 
Zionist Association. Thanks were accorded to the speakers on the 
motion of Mr. Levy Davis, seconded by Mr. G. Williamson, and supported 
by Miss Black, and to the Chairman on the motion of Mr, Percy Baher,

_A Friday Evening Service. 
From Mr. S. J. Henochsberg. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, 


Sin,—You are aware thatin the Great Synagoguo, as in certain others 
on l'riday evenings, devout and crowded congregations worship in the East 
End, thus having brought home to them the charm and beauty of the 
“Friday night service,”—a service so full of the poetry and spiritual 
conception which our forefathers loved so dearly. 

You wero good enough to insort a lotter from me last year on the 
subject ofthese services, and now that the movement is more encouraged 
I have consulted influential ministers (readers and preachers) of several 
West End congregations. They consider that time has arrived when the 
“Sabbath Eve Service” could be restored to its original importance, 
All alike prove equally zealous in promoting it. 

It igs suggested that, without impinging upon the usual Sabbath hour 
Service, a choral service should be held at 6 or 6.30 o'clock, when 
the younger ones with their seniors could attend. This service, to 
extend to 40 minutes, would include Bible reading and appropriate prayers 
inthe vernacular. A service of this nature would provide the opportunity 
for those who otherwise find it impossible to attend Saturday morning 
service. Itis well known that at present Friday night services, being 
practically a dead letter in the West End, are conducted invariably only 
for the edification of a few paid Minyan men. 

As I have attended Synagogue for sixty-five years, may I refer to the 
two instances which stand out in my mind during that time as among the 
most impressive, viz.: (a) Friday night service at the Rue de '4 Victolva 
Synagogue, Paris, when upwards of 1,000 worshippers attended the reyutie 

y night service. I¢ was fully choral, all traditional hymns wera 
rendered by choir and organ, and whether the ritual as svulutely 
orthodox or not, members of my family and mysolf fcit deeply that the 
Service was in every way uplifting and worthy cf following; and (d) on 
my attending the Great Assembly ifa!l in Whitechapel, and the never-to- 
be-forgotten scene when about 6,000 worshippers were devoutly in prayer 
during Yom Kippur service,
